Finn’s feat a 
fake: Official 



Hockey fan had 
valid pass to get 
into World games

It turns out Peter Metsala didn't 
have to sneak his way into a single 
game at the world 
hockey championship. 

Metsala, a Finnish 
hockey fan, spent the 
past week in Halifax 
telling anyone who 
would listen he was 
in town on a bet. He 
had to travel to 
Canada, stay in a 
hotel, and sneak into world hockey 
games — including Sunday's gold- 
medal final in Quebec City — with¬ 
out spending any of his own 
money. 

But an event official told Metro 
Halifax yesterday Metsala is an ac¬ 
credited guest of the Finnish Ice 
Hockey Federation and has a tour¬ 
nament pass that grants him free 
access to every game. 

"It was a prank he pulled to get 
some media attention," event co¬ 
ordinator Leroy McKinnon said, 
after ensuring Metsala hadn't 
breached security. "He was free to 
walk through our checkpoints just 
by showing his badge. He was 
legit."

Metsala talked to The Chronicle 
Herald and Q104 this week, saying 
he is a television sports journalist 
and that he had stolen an official's 
accreditation to get into one game. 

The Finnish marketing agency 
Barabra Ltd., which maintains 
Metsala's website at petefi- 
naaliin.fi, told Metro Halifax yes¬ 
terday Metsala is a Helsinki 
bartender whose trip to the Worlds 
is sponsored by a 
Finnish beer com¬ 
pany. 

Metsala, who doc¬ 
umented his journey 
on YouTube and on 
his website's blog, 
was found at the 
Metro Centre during 
Wednesday's quarter¬ 
final between Finland and the U.S., 
sitting comfortably in reserved 
seating with his accreditation. 

When approached by Metro 
Halifax with questions about the 
story he had told local media, Met¬ 
sala appeared taken aback and 
said someone impersonated him. 

"It's not me," he said repeatedly. 
"Someone used my name. I haven't 
done anything. It's not me." 

Metsala, however, is clearly pic¬ 
tured in the Herald and on his blog. 
A video of his interview with local 
media also appears on YouTube. 

When asked for an explanation, 
Metsala eventually walked away, 
saying, "I'm going to take a leak."

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Accused 

debit-card 

scammers 

arraigned

Three people from Laval, 
Que., were arraigned in Hali¬ 
fax provincial court yesterday 
on nine theft charges related 
to debit-card scams in Halifax 
and Dartmouth. 

A 19-year-old woman, Eva 
Abittan, and two men, Ad- 
nane El Sehdi, 19, and Raga- 
van Palanivel, 24, appeared 
after staying in jail overnight. 

The three suspects were 
picked up Wednesday in Park 
Lane after security recognized 
them. Police allege they stole 
two bankcard machines from 
Staples in Dartmouth and 
stores in Scotia Square and 
Park Lane Tiiesday night. 
None of the accused has a 
criminal record, the court 
heard, though Palanivel faces 
charges for similar offences in 
Montreal.

who looked slightly bewil¬ 
dered, expressed through his 
lawyer the need for a French- 
Enghsh interpreter. 

Arbittan, a chic-looking 
young woman with lustrous 
black hair, sat with her lips 
pursed and legs crossed. She 
flipped her hair to hide her 
face when leaving court. 

Police say hundreds in the 
Halifax area have lost money 
to scammers, usually from 
outside the province, who 
come to town, swipe the ma¬ 
chines, replace them with 
doctored ones, and come back 
in a week or two to pick up 
the doctored keypads. 

Halifax regional police 
Const. Jeff Carr said they 
don't believe the three ar¬ 
rested this week are responsi¬ 
ble for all the recent scams. 

"Whether they're separate 
or working as part of a larger 
organization, that's all part of 
our investigation," Carr said.

Man in HIV case found guilty

Court deems not 
disclosing disease 
was sexual assault

A man who had unprotected 
sex with his girlfriend without 
telling her he was HlV-posi- 
tive was found guilty of ag¬ 
gravated sexual assault 
yesterday in Nova Scotia 
Supreme Court. 

Blaine Arthur Holland, 36, 
was diagnosed with HIV in 
1995. He testified he told his 
girlfriend about his condition 
when they started dating back 
in March of 2005. But the girl¬ 
friend, who cannot be named, 
said he didn't tell her until a 
year later, after they had had 
sex over 100 times. She did 
not contract HIV 


Justice Arthur Pickup 
found Holland guilty after 
noting contradictions in his 
testimony — Holland initially 


said he disclosed his HIV sta¬ 
tus before the relationship got 
serious, then later said he re¬ 
vealed it before the relation¬ 


ship began. 

Pickup also said Holland's 
testimony was too far-fetched. 
"It defies common sense

The man, described as 
friend of Holland’s, said 
the defendant had asked 
him to testify that he had 
overheard Holland tell his 
girlfriend he had HIV back 
in March of 2005 .

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Three retailers suspended 
from selling lottery tickets 


AMHERST — Walking into 
two service stations and one 
pharmacy in Amherst, it may 
look hke business as usual — 
until you stop at the counter 
and ask for a lottery ticket. 

Three retailers. Shell Serv¬ 
ice Station, Irving Mainway 
and Lawtons Drugs, have had 
their lottery privileges sus¬ 
pended for five days. At the 
pharmacy downtown, there 
are "empty" signs where tick¬ 
ets should be, while not even 
the sleeves the tickets are 
housed in are on display at 
Shell. At Irving, a notice has 
been put in the Atlantic Lot¬ 
tery Corporation's (display 
cases stating the temporary 
suspension and that they'll be 
back in business on May 19. 

Atlantic Lottery Corpora¬ 
tion's public affairs specialist 


confirmed suspensions had 
been handed out to retailers in 
the area, but would not give 
out any names. 

"We have or are in the 
process of issuing five-day 
suspensions to nine Nova Sco¬ 
tia retail locations. The sus¬ 
pensions are being issued 
following testing around in¬ 
tegrity compliance on our 
new policies that we've im¬ 
plemented recently around 
customer confidence," said 
Robert Bourgeois, adding that 
some had occurred in the 
area. "Basically what that 
means is ensuring tickets are 
signed before the validation 
takes place, giving tickets and 
validation back to players 
after validation takes place ... 
things hke that."

Seventh balanced 
budget in a row 
passed yesterday

Finance Minister Michael 
Baker received a standing 
ovation yesterday after the 
Conservative government's 
seventh consecutive balanced 
budget passed at Province 
House just after noon. 

The minister toiled through 
the preparation of the budget 
in the weeks leading up to the 
sitting of the legislature, while 
at the same time batthng can¬ 
cer. He said although he had 
received a standing ovation 
before, he'd never received 
one over a budget. 

The 20 members of the 


voted against budget 

New Democrat Leader 
Darrell Dexter said his party 
could not support this year's 
budget because of an eight 
per cent increase in the cost 
of electricity; the lack of 
planning to reduce health 


care wait lists; and the lack 
of any plan to deal with the 
aging demographic. 

^ “And the general perform¬ 
ance of the government was 
not worthy of our endorse¬ 
ment ” he said after the vote. 


New Democrat Party — as 
they said they would earlier 
in the week — voted against 
the budget but with the Lib¬ 
eral party on the side of the 
Tories, 31 were in favour and 
Premier Rodney MacDonald 
and his cabinet will remain 
at the helm. 

Liberal Leader Stephen 
McNeil said he was happy 
with a number of the budget 
details including an addi¬ 
tional 10 medical student 
seats at Dalhousie Univer¬ 
sity; the reincarnation of the 


Keep the Heat program for 
low-income Nova Scotians; 
funding for the colorectal 
cancer drug Avastin; and the 
healthy living and transit tax 
credits. 

The premier had a snule on 
his face when responding to 
questions about the vote, say¬ 
ing it's a budget that is bal¬ 
anced and fiscally responsible. 

"I'm glad to see that the 
Liberals have seen fit to sup¬ 
port that budget and put peo¬ 
ple ahead of politics," he said.

190 marathons under his belt 


Street closings for the Blue Nose

When Rick Rayman competed 
in the first Blue Nose Interna¬ 
tional Marathon in 2004, he 
had an incredible 130 
marathons under his belt. 

Now, the 61-year-old 
Toronto dentist is back in Hal¬ 
ifax after completing his 190th 
race last week. After running 
the Blue Nose this Sunday 
he'll be off to Buffalo for an¬ 
other race next week. 

Astoundingly, Rayman has 
been running outdoors for at 
least 30 minutes — or three 
miles — per day for 29 years 
and five months. That's over 
10,000 consecutive days of 
running regardless of 
weather, injuries, or 

marathons the previous day. 


Several streets will be 
closed over the weekend for 
the Blue Nose International 
Marathon. Brunswick Street 
will be closed between Duke 
Street and Sackville Street on 
Sunday from 6 a.m. to 1 
p.m., and on Saturday from 6 
a.m. to 6 p.m.

Rayman says he's stiH com¬ 
petitive, but not as much as he 
used to be. He used to be able 
to break two hours and fifty 
minutes regularly. For this 
Sunday he's expecting more 
along the lines of four and a 
half hours. 

The last time he was in Hal¬ 
ifax was for the 2005 
marathon, for which the 


Park Street and Agricola 
Street to Bloomfield Street 
will be closed from 7 a.m. to 
noon.

Sydport expansion 
to create estimated 
3,500 total jobs

Laurentian Energy an¬ 
nounced a partnership with a 
Paris-based transportation 
infrastructure equity fund 
yesterday to develop a $200- 
milhon container terminal at 


the ports of Sydney. 

The manufacturing and 
commercial property man¬ 
agement group will now 
work with Galaxy SARL to 
design and construct the ter¬ 
minal, which would be con¬ 
structed on the west side of 
the harbour's south arm at 
Sydport, and select an opera¬ 
tor. 

"This is my job, this is what 
we do, we invest in infra¬ 
structure projects world¬ 


wide," said Corinne Nam- 
blard. Galaxy fund founder 
and CEO. "We will raise our¬ 
selves the funding and we 
will commit the necessary 
level of equity." 

Ports should be seen as a 


piece of a supply chain, she 
said, and Galaxy works with 
others interested in becoming 
partners in that supply chain. 
She noted her firm funds 
projects into the billion-dollar 
range, and called the Sydney 


project well within its scope. 

In looking to develop the 
terminal, Laurentian knew 
that at some point it would 
need a partner that would 
bring more than money and 
understand how to operate in 
this community, CEO Jim 
Wooder said. 

"Galaxy brings to us ab¬ 
solutely everything that is re¬ 
quired to take this project 
from this point forward to 
fruition," he said. 


While a $200-million price 
tag has been attached to the 
project, Wooder said they be¬ 
lieve it could actually be built 
for less than that. 

In operation, the terminal 
is estimated to create about 
1,200-1,500 direct jobs and a 
total of up to 3,500 positions 
once indirect and induced 
jobs are considered. 

The terminal would be ex¬ 
pected to begin operation in 
the second half of 2010.

Buyouts for GM’s 
Windsor workers 
part of agreement 

The Canadian Auto Workers 
union reached tentative con¬ 
tracts with General Motors 
and Chrysler LLC yesterday, 
wrapping up a lightning 
round of talks with Detroit 
automakers intended to pro¬ 
tect workers from an even 
deeper downturn in the in¬ 
dustry. 

With five months remain¬ 
ing on the current contracts, 
the deals marked the earhest 
agreements ever negotiated by 
the Canadian union, which 
rushed to chnch deals with 
two of the Big Three au¬ 
tomakers on the same day, a 
first since its 1985 spht from 
the U.S.-based United Auto 
Workers. 

CAW President Buzz Har¬ 
grove Hargrove said the pay 
and benefit arrangements of 
the three-year agreements for 


GM and Chrysler follow the 
same pattern as the deal made 
with Ford on May 4. 

"We see more dark clouds 


in the short-term on the 
horizon, especially if we 
didn't have our collective 
agreements in place," said 


Hargrove. 

The current agreements ex¬ 
pire on Sept. 16 at midnight. 

Hargrove said protecting 
employees in the face of 
major layoffs was the union's 
priority in the GM talks. 
Windsor, Ont. workers, 
whose plant is closing, will 
be offered buyouts of up to

Bob Nicholson says Hockey

Hockey Canada's president 
addressed the media on 
Wednesday night as the 
world hockey championship 
came to a close in Halifax 
after drawing 203,925 fans 
over 25 games 

"This city is the only city 
that has hosted the world 
juniors (2003), world 
women's (2004) and world 
men's, and we would have 
taken these numbers when 
we started in a heartbeat," he 
said. "We'll be in Halifax for 
other events — that's for 
sure." 

Halifax took some heat for 
its attendance numbers dur¬ 
ing the worlds. The average 
crowd was 8,157 per game — 
about 1,000 fewer than ca¬ 
pacity — and the Metro Cen¬ 
tre didn't sell out for a couple 


early Canadian contests. 

Nicholson said he was 
"disappointed" and Interna¬ 
tional Ice Hockey Federation 
president Rene Fasel said he 
was "very much surprised" 
that some home games didn't 
sell out. 

"We'll have to go back and 
look at (pricing). Other people 
have said it was 4:30 start 
times — so what was the rea¬ 
son?" Nicholson said. "Or was 
it just that people weren't ed¬ 
ucated about the tourna¬ 
ment? As the tournament 
grew, the fans filled the budd¬ 
ing." 

Trade Centre Ltd. presi¬ 
dent and CEO Fred 
MacGidivray said Halifax did 
"aU of the things that make a 
tournament successful," and 
surpassed the target of 
200,000 fans. 

"Halifax can certainly look 
at the shiny brass buttons on 
their vest and say, 'Job well 
done,"' MacGidivray said. 


Canada moves 
to Quebec City in 
search of IIHF gold

Canada's pleasure cruise to 
the semifinals of the world 
hockey championships has 
landed in Quebec City.

Canada demolished pretty 
much every team it faced in 
Halifax, going on a glorious 7- 
0 run while outscoring oppo¬ 
nents by an average of 6-2 
and nearly doubling them in 
shots. 

Sweden has gone 5-2, with 
losses to Russia and Switzer¬ 
land. New York Rangers goal- 
tender Henrik Lundqvist is 
the star of a mostly anony¬ 
mous team, while NHL 
rookie-of-the-year candidate 
Nicklas Backstrom is the 
team's best-known forward. 


Only nine players on the 
roster played in the NHL last 
season. 

"They look exactly the 
same as they do in aU these 
world championships," Cana¬ 
dian head coach Ken Hitch¬ 
cock said. "Quick, great puck 
movement, great mobUity up 
front, and one of the best 
goalies in the world. They'U be 
a handful."

IT’S NO SECRET 
that special effects ad¬ 
vances in the past 15 years 
have dramatically 
changed the movie-going 
experience. 

Nowhere is this more 
noticeable than in the sci¬ 
ence fiction and fantasy 
genres where scenes that 
at one time would have 
been impossible to shoot 
are now realized with 
seeming ease using so¬ 
phisticated computer-gen¬ 
erated imagery. 

The Chronicles Of Nar¬ 
nia films are a perfect ex¬ 
ample of these advance¬ 
ments put to good use, 
the latest installment of 
which — Prince Caspian — 
proves once again that 
filmmakers are treating 
fantasy novels with loving 
respect when it comes 
time to adapt them for 
the big screen. 

The second film in the 
series — based on the sec¬ 
ond of author C.S. Lewis’ 
Narnia books — sees Peter, 
Susan, Edmund and Lucy 
transported from Second 
World War London to Nar¬ 
nia through a subway sta¬ 
tion. 

One year has passed in 
Earth time since their last 


adventure, translating to 
about 1,300 Narnian years. 
Much has changed in the 
mystical world as the talk¬ 
ing animals and creatures 
that once dominated the 
landscape have long since 
faded into folklore. 

Now the Telmarines, a 
race of humans, control 
the land. 

A cast of characters, in¬ 
cluding the Black Dwarf 
Nikabrik (Warwick Davis), 
the cynical dwarf Trump- 
kin ( Peter Dinklage) and 
a swashbuckling mouse 
named Reepicheep (Eddie 
Izzard), help the four 
Pevensie kids restore Nar¬ 
nia to its former glory. 

Oscar-nominated direc¬ 
tor Andrew Adamson 
(Shrek, Shrek 2 ) does a 
fine job bringing Lewis’ 
story to life with a blend 
of old-fashioned sword 
fights and dazzling spe¬ 
cial effects — the climactic 


final battle is spectacular 
and well worth the wait. 

His screenplay, co-writ- 
ten with Christopher 
Markus and Stephen 
McFeely, is a satisfying 
continuation from where 
The Lion, The Witch, and 
the Wardrobe left off, all 
the while incorporating 
theatrical scenes that only 
build on Lewis’ brilliantly- 
detailed story. 

It should be noted, how¬ 
ever, that seeing The Lion, 
The Witch And The 
Wardrobe is important for 
those who actually want 
to follow the storyline. 

It’s not impossible to 
pick up on the action, but 
it will only enhance the 
viewing experience for 
fans in yet another well- 
casted, well-written entry 
into what will surely be a 
long-running Narnia se¬ 
ries. 


Spurlock strikes again

BY PEASTING on 
fatty foods for his hit doc¬ 
umentary Super Size Me, 
Morgan Spurlock wrestled 
with one of the world’s 
biggest corporate fast-food 
giants. Now, with Where 
in the World is Osama bin 
Laden?, Spurlock is upsiz¬ 
ing his canvass to take on 
another international 
brand name — al Qaeda. 

As he did with Super 
Size Me, Spurlock takes 
center stage, exposing 
himself first-hand to the 
Muslim world in search of 
al Qaeda’s lead conductor. 

Why, you ask? Well, as 
in all big summer action 
flicks, it always comes 
down to “one lonely man” 
to catch the bad dude. 

Of course, that’s only 
the MacGuffin. In reality, 
Spurlock goes to shed 


light on the cultural mis¬ 
conceptions between the 
Middle East and America. 

At this, he does make a 
few discoveries but main¬ 
ly, we just learn that both 
Starbuck’s and pro 
wrestling are popular the 
world over. 

Unlike his confronta¬ 
tional counterpart 
Michael Moore (Sicko), 
Spurlock’s approach 
works best because he 
genuinely seems 
earnest, interested 
and looking for a 
laugh. There’s 


surely no denying Spur¬ 
lock’s charm and he keeps 
things moving using vari¬ 
ous animated devices (like 
Osama dancing to M.C. 
Hammer’s “You Can’t 
Touch This” for instance). 

However, the problem 
here is that the movie 
pretty much exposes what 
most folks likely already 
know — that America is 
suffering a terrible PR 
problem in the Middle 
East.

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Dinklage trumps Trumpkin 


Actor felt 
natural fit with 
Prince Caspian

LIKE SO MANY 
people born in the late 
1960s, actor Peter Dinldage 
(The Station Agent) grew up 
in George Lucas’ alternate 
universe where wooldes, 
jawas, droids and a mysteri¬ 
ous power called the Force 
ruled the day. He would 


watch and re-watch the Star 
Wars movies relentlessly, 
finding himself transfixed 
by their otherworldly story¬ 
lines, conflicted characters 
and cutting-edge special ef¬ 
fects. 

It’s no surprise, then, that 
he leapt at the chance to 
play Trumpldn, a cynical red 
dwarf, in The Chronicles Of 
Narnia: Prince Caspian, the 
second film in the Narnia se¬ 
ries based on the novels of 
famed children’s fantasy 
writer C.S. Lewis. “1 grew up 
on Star Wars and suddenly 


I’m in one of these movies 
that’s like what 1 grew up on 
and it’s such a thrill,” Din¬ 
ldage says. “1 love movies 
about the modern day mis¬ 
eries of living in New York 
and stuff like that if they’re 
done well, but there’s noth¬ 
ing like a matinee fantasy 
film.” The success and over¬ 
whelming number of films 
or full-blown franchises 
based on fantasy novels that 
have been produced in the 
past ten years or so — Harry 
Potter, The Lord Of The 
Rings and The Golden Com¬ 


pass, for example — are proof 
that movie-going audiences 
share Dinklage’s love of the 
genre. 

The 38-year-old actor con¬ 
siders that perspective a 
unique one. 

His stature often leads to 
his casting as m5dhical char¬ 
acters in film so by his own 
assessment, Dinklage knows 
a worthwhile fantasy film elf 
or dwarf when he sees one. 
He feels the rich characteri¬ 
zations of the Narnia stories 
have given the books a defin¬ 
itive hterary relevance that 


has maintained their popu¬ 
larity since first being pub¬ 
lished by Lewis in the 1950s. 
“Being four-and-a-half feet 
tall I’ve always thought that 
dwarves and characters like 
that in fantasy books were 
really set dressing, were just 
creatures and didn’t have 
personalities,” he says. “But 
with these books, all of 
them, even the taUdng 
mouse, are really fully-drawn 
characters and bring you 
into that world.” 

To play Trumpkin, Din¬ 
ldage drew on the fantasy 


heroes of his youth and ap¬ 
plied elements of their per¬ 
sonalities to bring his crusty 
character to life. 

“There’s a modern sensi¬ 
bility to Trumpkin, he has a 
modern wit about him and 
about his size and, like me, a 
sense of humour about my 
size,” he says. 

“Tm always drawn to the 
sense of humour in the fan¬ 
tasy world where sword 
fights are happening all 
around you, and you 
need that core of cyni¬ 
cism and humour.

Spurlock follows 
McDonald’s with 
Osama Bin Laden

UUMU in APRIL 2004, 
few had heard of writer-pro¬ 
ducer-director Morgan Spur¬ 
lock, whose credits to that 
point included just a hand¬ 
ful of plays and a gross-out 
show for MTV called 1 Bet 
You Will. One month later 
his documentary Super Size 
Me was released, chronicling 
the one month Spurlock 
spent on a steady diet of Mc¬ 
Donald’s — three Mcmeals a 
day, no exceptions, resulting 
in an extra 24 pounds 


tacked onto his normally 
lean frame. The film was 
nominated that year for the 
Academy Award for best doc¬ 
umentary, but ultimately 
lost to Ross Kauffrnan and 
Zana Brisld’s Born Into 
Brothels. Then in 2006, Spur¬ 
lock decided to embark on 
yet another extreme film- 
making mission. This time 
around instead of taking on 
fast food giants, he would 
take on public enemy num¬ 
ber one — terrorist leader 
and 9/11 mastermind Osama 
Bin Laden — or at least try to 
find him in the new docu¬ 
mentary Where In The 
World Is Osama Bin Laden? 
The five month shoot took 
Spurlock to a variety of Mid¬ 
dle Eastern locales ranging 
from Afghanistan’s danger¬ 



ous Tora Bora region, to the 
relatively peaceful neigh¬ 
bourhoods of Jerusalem in a 
pursuit of A1 Qaeda’s num¬ 
ber one man — assuming he 
was still alive and at large. 
But in the midst of the proj¬ 
ect, Spurlock learned he and 
his wife were due to have a 
baby, complicating his globe 
trotting plans. 

“Once 1 found out Alex 
and 1 were having a baby, 
the focus shifted to the kind 
of world 1 was bringing a kid 
into,” Spurlock explains. 

‘We started adding to our 
list of terrorist experts, ter¬ 
rorists themselves and ex¬ 
tremists, people with Idds 
and families. 1 wanted to 
meet people like that who 
were what 1 was going to be. 
Tm going to be a father, give 
me some advice. What’s it 
like being a dad? 1 wanted to 
try to connect with people 
on a level that’s much differ¬ 
ent than a pohtical 
view.”Spurlock says the doc¬ 
umentary was intended less 
as a statement about the 
war on terror, U.S. foreign 
pohcy and the cross-cultural 
similarities which exist but 
regularly elude us, than it 
was as a primer for a greater 
conversation about those is¬ 
sues and their impact on the 
world today. “One of the 
things 1 wanted the film to 
accomplish was to go be¬ 
yond two-minute sound 
bites in the news,” he says. 

“1 think the film paints a 


much larger picture of the 
state of the world, at least in 
the Middle East. Another 
thing 1 think the movie does 
really well is it starts to show 
the diversity of Islam ... 
there’s a big range (of cul¬ 
tures in the Muslim world) 
and you see that in this 
movie.” Where In The World 
Is Osama Bin Laden opens 
today.

Indy returns after 19 years 


Solid story impetus, 
co-star Alien says

UiUMl IT TOOK nearly two 
decades, but swashbuckling ar¬ 
chaeologist Indiana Jones is fi¬ 
nally back with bullwhip and fe¬ 
dora in-hand, ready to blast his 
way back into movie theatres. 

The 19 -year delay in returning 
the iconic adventurer to the big 
screen in the series’ fourth in¬ 
stallment, Indiana Jones And 
The Kingdom Of The Crystal 
Skull, has occupied fans of the 
series who have spent years beg¬ 
ging for Indy’s return. 

His delay, it seems, was due in 
large part to quality control con¬ 
cerns on the part of his creators. 

Producer George Lucas and di¬ 


rector Steven Spielberg original¬ 
ly envisioned a trilogy which 
they completed in 1989 with In¬ 
diana Jones And The Last Cru¬ 
sade, according to Raiders Of 
The Lost Ark star Karen Allen 
(Animal House, Starman). 

But when she got the call to 
reprise her role as the strong- 
willed Marion Ravenwood in 
Kingdom Of The Crystal Skull, 
Allen learned that a solid story 
idea, not a lack of will, had been 
stopping Lucas and Spielberg 
from bringing Indy to life once 
again. 

“1 think the real problem, as 1 
know from conversations with 
George and Steven, is that they 
didn’t see a point in doing one 
unless they could come up with 
a story that was really going to 
be great and worthy of continu¬ 
ing,” Allen recalls. 

This installment of the series 


pits Dr. Jones against evil agents 
of the Soviet Union led by the 
villainous Irina Spalko (Oscar- 
winner Cate Blanchett) and in¬ 
cludes a new sidekick. Mutt 
Williams (Transformers’ Shia 
LaBeouf), who helps the adven¬ 
turer in his quest to find the 
highly-coveted crystal skull. 

While the film is probably the 
most hyped of this summer’s 
blockbusters — and perhaps the 
most highly-anticipated movie 
in years — the 56 -year-old Allen 
admits that when shooting 
began on Raiders Of The Lost 
Ark, she had no idea she was 
part of what would eventually 
become a cultural phenomenon. 

“1 had never seen those Satur¬ 
day afternoon serials and 1 
thought we were making 
Casablanca,” Allen says of the 
short films upon which the Indi¬ 
ana Jones series was originally

based. “1 was too young an actor 
and had no sense of the experi¬ 


ence of a blockbuster t 5 q)e of 
film.” 

But the question looms, why, 
after such a long hiatus, was In¬ 
diana Jones worth revisiting? 

“1 think it comes down to 
good storytelling,” Allen ex¬ 
plains. “(The stories are) mythic, 
there’s suspense, there’s hu¬ 
mour and at the centre of the 
whole thing there’s Harrison 
playing Indiana Jones who is a 
real, iconic hero. 

“As George Lucas says, he’s like 
you and me. 

“He’s not a superhero, he’s a 
human hero. He has all kinds of 
foibles, all kinds of flaws. He can 
laugh at himself and make us 
laugh with him and 1 think 
there’s something unique about 
that.” 

Indiana Jones And The King¬ 
dom Of The Crystal Skull opens 
Thursday.
